REPORT

EDMONTON—If the Alberta 
Research Council delivers a fa- 
vorable report on the fluorida- 
tion of public water supplies as 
a means of reducing cental de- 
cay, the provincial government 
will establish regulations and 


‘|controls which probably. will not 


allow the pro‘rince’s smalier ccr- 
tre’s to establish fluoridation for 
some time. 

Government officials here in- 
dicated that if fluoridation is to 
tbe permitted in Alberta, it 
would be on a limited scale at 


‘!the start. The larger centrés, 


where trained and adequate su- 
pervisory staffs could be pro- 
vided would be the logical com- 
munities for the first fluorida- 
tion plants. 

The Research ‘Council, the 
work of which is centred at the 
University of Alberta, where fa- 
cilities for scientific study ~- are 
available, was delegated by the 
provincial legislature to study 
the matter. The council set up a 
‘special seven-man committee to 
investigate the mountains of 
material for and against fluor- 
idation. 

Edmonton, so far, has ‘been 
the only community in Alberta 
where the board of health and 
elected administrative body have 
adopted fluoridation. Actual op- 
eration of the plan has been
